PHILADELPHIA—J. C. Gilpin, treas- 
urer of the University of Pennsylvania 
Athletic Association, has reported that 
the association is practically bankrupted 
so far as ready cash is concerned. Dur- 
ing the last year the expenses amounted 
to $50,000. The loss incurred in the va- 
rious sports this year amounted to 
$8207.97 up to Sept. 1, 1911, bringing 
the tota] <eficit to that date to $14,-

NAVAL PRIZE. BILL 
IS REJECTED BY 
HOUSE OF LORDS 


NEW YORK—The British House of 
Lords rejected the naval prize bill by 
a vote of 145 to 53 on Tuesday night, 
according to a cable message from Lon- 
don to the New York Herald. 

The Earle of Selborne, in moving the re- 
jection, objected to the constitution of 
the proposed international prize court, 
pointing out that it gave to the British 
empire only the same representation as 
that accorded to petty Central Amer- 
ican republics. 

Furthermore, he said, the bill permitted 
an appeal from the British privy council 
to the prize court, but no corresponding 
appeal from the Unifed States supreme 
court, the representatives of the United 
States having discovered that under their 
coustitution it was impossible to carry 
an appeal. from their supreme court to 
any .international tribunal.

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Massachusetts’ Early Years 


Excerpts from records by Fran- 
cis Higginson, the first writer 
among. the Massachusctts Bay 

colony, which are in the nature of 
a report of New England before 
the eniddle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, are given herewith, follow- 
ing an article published last 
Wednesday telling of the settle- 
micnt-and early political and re-'| 
lighous activitics of the colony. | 


HE journal written by Francis 
WMgginson i« prefaced as a “true 
relation” of the voyage. the 
country and its inhabitants, both | 
native ond English, “faithfully recorded, | 
according to the very truth.” It is 
“dated as “written from New England, 
July 24, 1629,” which is doubtless the 
on which it was put in order to 
be carried to England on a waiting ship. 
The main text was evidently written 
on shipboard almost, if not strictly, in 
econjunctibn with the events recorded. 
The following portions show the beau- 
tiful style of the whole. 


° The Voyage 


‘“Wellnesday (13th) We came as far 
as the land’s end, in the utmost part of 
Com wall, and so lefte our deare native | 
woyle of England behind us; and sayling | 


jy; yleles . of Scillie and launched the same 
day a great way into the maine ocean.” 
““Thureda y~(21st) tnere being two min- 
isters in the ship, Mr. Smith and my- 
selfe,. we endeavoured, together with 
others, to consecrate this day as a sol- 
emne fasting and humiliation to Al- 


present worke. And it pleased God the 
ship was becalmed all day, so that we! 
‘were freed from any encumbrance: and | 
as soone as we had done prayers, see 
about 
7 a clock at night the wind turned to 
‘N. E. and we had a fayre gale that 
night, as a manifest evidence of the 
Lord’s hearing our prayers. I heard some 
of the mariners say, they thought this

“Tuesday (2d) solemnly celebrate 
another fast. The Lord that day heard 
ug before we prayed, ard gave us an

[ saw many: bonny fishes and porpuses 
pursuing one another, and leaping some 
of them a yard above the water.”

and others saw a large round fish say)- 


ing by the ships side about .a yard in 
length and roundeth every way. The 
mariners call it a sunne fish; it spread-

At the end in a restrospective view 
of ‘the voyage, he records “divers things 
that are remarkable,” among them— 
“Fifthly, we had a pious and Christian- 
like passage; for ] suppose passengers | 
shall seldom find a company of more 
religious, honest, and kynde seaman than 
we had. We constantly served God 
morning and evening by reading and 
expounding a chapter, singing, and 
prayer. And the Sabbath was solemnly 
kept by adding to the former, preaching 
twise and catechising. 


“And in our great need we kept 2 
solemne fasts, and found a gracious 
effect. Let all that love and use fasting 
and praying take notise that it is as 
prevailable by sea as by land. Besides 
the ship master and his company used 
every night to sett their 8- and 12

and prayer that was not read but of a 
booke.” 

This journal was never printed in Eng- 
land but circulated from hand to hand 
and.was eagerly copied and reread. 


First Book on Colony 

The little book which 
history of the colony was called “New 
England's Plantation, A Short De- 


scription of the Commodities and Dis- 
commodities of the Countrey.” 

It was printed at that same “Ligne 
of the Blew Bible in Greene Arbour” 
of which we have -heard before. The 
publisher, Michael Sparks, begins his 
preface thus: “Reader, doe not disdaine 
this Relation; and looke not here to 
| have a large Gate and no _ building 
within: a full-stuffed Title with no mat- 
ter in: the Booke: But here read the 
truth, and that thou shalt find without 
any frothy bumbasted words, or any 
quaint new devised additions, etc.” 

The text of the book is divided into 
four parts, under the headings—earth, 
water, air, fire, as these are found to 
be in New England. Breaking ruthless- 
ly in upon a lengthy sentence, we find 
the writer saying, “As the idle proverb 
is, Travellers may lie by authority, and 
so may take too much sinful libertie 
that way. Yet I may say of myselfe 
as once Nehemiah did in another case: 
Shall such a man as I lye? No verily; 
it becometh not a preacher of truth to

The following passages occur under 
the headings indicated: 

“EKarth—First therefore 
of New England and all the appurten- 
ances thereof: It is a land of divers 
and sundry sorts all about Masathulets 
Bay, and at Charles is as fat 
blacke earth as can seene any 
where: and in other places you have a 
clay soyle, Other gravell, in other 
sandy 

“The form of the earth here in the 
superfices of it is neither too flat in 
‘the plainnesse, nor too high in hils, but 
|partakes of both in a mediocritie . 
Ani I am told that about three miles 
from us a man may stand on a little 
|hilly place and see divers thcusands of 
acres of ground as good as need be, and 
not a tree in the same. It is thought 
here is good clay to make bricke and 
tyles and earthen pots as need to be. 
At this instant we are setting a brick- 
kill on worke to make brickes and tiles 
for the building of our houses. For 
stone, here is plentie of slates at the 
Isle of Slate in Masathulet’s bay, and 
liume-stone, free-stone, and smooth-stone, 
and iron-stone, and marble-stone also in 
such store, that we have great rocks of 
it, amd a harbour hard by. Our planta- 
tion is from thence called Marble-har- 
bour, . The fertilitie of the soyle 
is to be admired at, as appeareth in the 
aboundance of grasse that groweth 
everie where, both verie thicke, verie 
long, and verie thigh in divers places: 
/ It is scarce to be beleeved how 
our kine and goates, horses and horges, 
doe thrive and prosper here and like 
well of thig countrey- 


Early Foods 


“In our plantation we have already a 
quart of milke for a penny: but the 
aboundent increase of corne proves this 
countrey to bee a wonderment. Thirtie, 
fortie, fiftie, 
Yea, Joseph's encrease in Egypt is out 
stript with us. Our Governor 
hath store of greene pease growing in 
his garden, as good as ever I eat in 
England. Here are store of pumpions, 
cowcumbers, and other things of that 
nature which I-know not. Also divers 
excellent pot-herbs grow abundantly 
among the grasse, as strawberry leaves 
in all places of the countrey, and plenty 
of strawberries in their time, and penny- 
royall, winter saverie, sorrell, brooklime, 
liverwort, carvell and watercresses, also

Yea our pine trees 
that are the most plentiful of all wood, 
doth allow us plenty of candles which 
are very useful in a house: And they 
have such candles as the Indians com- 
monly use, having no other, and they are 
nothing else but the wood of the pine 
tree cloven in two little 
thing thin, which are 
moysture of turpentine 
they burne as cleere as a torch. 
sent you some of them that you 
see the experience of them.” 

Having thus displayed the commodities 
of the country, he proceeds to fulfil his 
promise frankly to its “discom. 
modities.” Among these he mentions 
“little flyes called muskeetoes,” sharp 
frosts, snakes and serpents; and, as the 
greatest of all drawbacks, a lack 
“good company of honest Christians to 
bring with them horses, kine, and sheepe 
to make use of this fruitfull land.” 

From this he goes on to give some 
little description of the Indians saying, 
“We use them kindly” and, “We pur- 
pose to learn their language as soon as 
we can, which will be a means to do 
them good.” 


Tone Optimistic 

The last part of the book is a brief 
afid optimistic statement of the condi- 
tion of the colony ending with these 
words, which close the relation: 

“But that which is our greatest com- 
fort and meanes of defence above all 
other, is, that we have here the true 
religion and holy ordinances of Almighty 
God taught amongst us: Thankes. be 
to God, wee have here plenty of preach- 
ing, and diligent catechizing, with strict 
and carefull exercise, and good and com- 
mendable orders to bring our people into 
a Christian conversation with whom wee 
have to doe withall. And thus wee 
doubt not but God will be with us, and 
if God bee with us, who can be against 
us?” 

Small in quantity as are the literary 
remains of Francis Higginson they prove

The card selected by his majesty King 
George contains a reproduction of a 
painting by Howard Davie, in which 
Cedric, the ancestor of the royal family 


of England, is seen accepting the crown, 


A. D, 519. The same artist is also re- 
sponsible for the picture on the Queen's 
card, “William and Mary Accepting the 
Crown of England.” 

The Prince of Wales chose for 
card a picture of Edward the Black Prince 
adopting his crest and motto at the bat- 
tle of Crecy, 1346. This painting, and 
the original of the photographic repro- 
duction chosen by Queen’ Alexandra of 
a woman studying the Bible, are by 
J. Finnemore. 

The Czar of Russia and the German 
Emperor have selected a design by Ber- 
nard Gibble for their cards, the subject 
of the former being the visit paid by 
William III. to Peter the Great at Dept- 
ford dockyard in 1697; while the latter 
consists of a naval picture showing the 
latest dreadnought signaling Christmas 
greetings to the Victory at Portsmouth. 

The designs for these cards are highly 
artistic in character, and, like all the 
work of Messrs. Tuck, tliey are beauti- 
fully finished.

HARDWOOD FLOORS 


There are three satisfactory finishes 
for hardwood floors—shellac, varnish and 
wax. Shellac is the easiest to apply, the 
quickest to harden and the cheapest. 
Varnish is more expensive, but also more 
durable. Moreover, it is essential to use 
the best varnish and several coats of it. 


Wax is the most satisfactory and cheap- 
est finish in the end and does not re- 
quire as constant attention as is popu- 
larly supposed. Dusting and rubbing 
keep it in very good condition. A thor- 
ough polishing and more wax are never 
required oftener than once in four 
months, and sometimes not oftener than 
once in six months, during the spring and 
fall renovations. A stain may be put on 
under the wax, and will not wear if the 
wax is kept in good condition.—Harpers 
Bazar.

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Why a 
Holiday 
Recess for 
Congress? 


r HE first regular session ot the sixty- 
Congress has held a meetings, with no 
business of any importance beyond receiving 
communications from the White House, and 
it is now agreed by both houses that a recess 
shall be taken trom December 21. until 
Wednesday, January 3. Pending the taking 
of this recess it is only fair to assume that 
no business of importance will be transacted. 
It is equally fair to assume that no -business 
Gt importance will be transacted in the week following the holidays. 
Past experience proves that so far as practical results are concerned 
December is a wasted month in Congress. The idea that Congress 
IS in session and doing business a that month, or during the 
opening weeks of January, is more or less of an ilusion. 

There has been for some time a laine sentiment 
continuance of what has come to be a mere pretense 1 this respect. 
In no;quarter is there the slightest disposition unnecessarily to 
hasten the proceedings ot Congress, to place time clocks in the House
